Fcnsterwald was born August 2, 1921, in Nashville, Tennessee, 
graduating from Harvard University in 1942 with a Bachelor 
of Science degree and thereafter attending Harvard Lav/ School, 
Harvard University, where he was awarded a Bachelor of Law s 
degree in 1949. The names of his mother and sister appeared 
on a list of delegates and members In 1942 of the Southern 
Conference trr Human Welfare, which has been cited by the 
House Commit Lee on Un-American Activities. In 195G, while 
employed by the State Department, Fenster-vald and bis mother 
traveled to the Soviet Union. In addition to his employment 
>y the State Department, Fcnsterwald was also employed as • 
chief counsel of the U.S. Senate Committee on the Judiciary; 
Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure (the 
Long Comm i-t tec) . lie has also been employed on the staffs of 
a number pf Senate committees. 

For your own information and guidance, our contacts 
with Fcnsterwald have made it clearly evident that ho was 
unscrupulous, untrustworthy and anti-FBI and frequently 
endeavored to dx*a‘.v the FBI into conflicts around the country 
bj his i cquests of various telephone companies nod other sourcet 
who night have information of wiretaps and other technical 
surveillances by the FIJI. In January, 19C6, in connection 
with hearings scheduled to be held in San Francisco, Fensterwalc 
indicated that ex-Agcnt Nilliom Turner would be one of the 
witnesses intended to call in connection with the extent of 
FBI wiretapping.
